Rabin resignation seen 


JER U SA LEM (U P I) - P rim e 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin will resign 
before a probable no-confidence motion 
based on his lack of a majority in parlia­ 
ment comes up for a vote Tuesday, 
political sources said today. 
Labor Party leaders said Rabin s 
ouster of defiant National Religious 
Party ministers from his shaky coalition 
government meant there would be a call 
for elections within six months. The 
regular voting had been scheduled for 
next November. 
The departure of the ministers and 
their 10 votes in parliament left Rabin 
with 57 seats, four less than a majority in 


the 120-member house. 
If Rabin resigns, Israeli law provides 
that the president will charge him with 
forming a new government. If that fails, 
the president will name Rabin premier 
of a caretaker government that is safe 
from no-confidence motions pending new 
elections. “There was no other way," 
said former Premier Golda Meir after 
Rabin explained the ouster of the 
ministers at a party council today. Now 
we need early elections,” she said. 
“Yitzhak Rabin has finally taken the 
bull by the horns,” the Jerusalem Post 
said in an editorial praising the prime 
m inister for ousting the National 
Literary treasure trove 
discovered in old vault 


LONDON (UPI) - Bank officials 
cleaning out an old vault have found a 
treasure trove of early 19th century 
manuscripts, including poems and let­ 
ters by Lord Byron and Percy Bysshe 
Shelley 
Literary experts called it a major find 
and valued it at $850,000. 
They said the papers included an 
original manuscript of part of Byron s 
“Childe Harold’s Pilgrimage,” an early 
manuscript of Shelley’s “ Hymn to 
Intellectual Beauty” and two possibly 
unpublished Shelley poems. 
The chest also contained drawings of 
Napoleon Bonaparte by a midshipman 
who accompanied him to exile in St. 
Helena on HMS Northumberland in 1815 
and sketches and a plan of Longwood, St. 
Helena, showing Napoleon’s quarter® 
The papers were originally the 
property of Scrope Berdmore Davies, 


Byron's socialite-scholar friend who died 
in 1852 
Davies was also an unlucky gambler 
and in 1820 had to leave England quickly 
to escape his gambling creditors. He 
stuffed his papers into the leather chest 
and deposited it with his bankers, 
Morland. Ransom and Co., one of 20 
private banks that at the end of the 19th 
century were merged into the present 
Barclays Bank. 


Barclays discovered the chest while 
renovating its Pall Mall offices and 
searching a private deposit vault con­ 
taining old deed boxes and papers 
deposited more than a century ago. 
C h ristop h er N o rm a n -B u tler, a 
Barclays director, believed the vault 
might 
contain items of historical in­ 
terest and asked the bank's archivist to 
open cases 


Religious Party for violating a law 
requiring cabinet members to support 
the government in key votes. 
Rabin was to notify parliament of­ 
ficially today of his decision to expel the 
ministers after two had refused to vote 
against a m otion of no-confidence 
brought last Tuesday by the United Tora 
Front — a religious splinter party. 
Political sources said the defiance of 
the National Religious party on the no- 
confidence vote, coupled with its in­ 
sistence that the government endorse the 
Jewish settlem ent at Kadum near 
Nablus on the occupied West Bank of the 
Jordan, prompted Rabin’s action. 
“The government could not com­ 
p r o m ise its honor ev en if its 
parliamentary situation would become 
more difficult,’ Rabin said. 
Other political sources said one reason 
for Rabin’s decision could be an attempt 
to thwart Defense Minister Shimon 
Peres from seeking the post of prime 
minister. 
Asked if he thought the events would 
now bring a str u g g le for party 
leadership, Peres said, “That’s a very 
good question.” 
The sources said Rabin likely would 
press for early elections because his 
coalition now holds only 57 seats in the 
120-member house, four less than a 
majority. 
If parliament does advance election 
day. the Rabin government will function 
as an interim government and will be 
safe from motions of no-confidence 


PLAINS, Ga.(UPI) - Jimmy Carter 
today selected Juanita Kreps to be his 
first female Cabinet member as com­ 
merce secretary and tapped former 
federal judge Griffin Bell of Georgia for 
attorney general d esp ite NAACP 
protests. 
The President-elect also announced at 
a news conference the selection of Min­ 
nesota congressman Bob Bergland, 48, to 
become agriculture secretary. 
The three selections brought to seven 
the total number of Cabinet seats filled 
by Carter to date. He told reporters he 
expects to name the other four by week’s 
end. 
The NAACP issued a statement in New 
York criticizing Bell, 58, who is an 
Atlanta attorney, a close friend of Carter 
and a former U.S. Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals judge. 
, 
Carter quickly defended his choice for 
attorney general and also answered 
criticism of the fact that he has now 
named only one woman (Mrs. Kreps) 
and one black (U N. am bassador- 
designate Andrew Young) to Cabinet- 
level posts. 
“I think Griffin Bell has a superb 
record on civil rights,” said Carter. "I 
think there would be no justifiable criti­ 
cism of him ... It is accurate to point out 
that we have not had an attorney general 
from the South since the war between 
the states — more than 100 years.” 
Mrs. Kreps, 55, is a vice president of 
Duke University in Durham, N.C. She is 
a labor economist, a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange, and serves on 
several corporate boards, including J.C. 
Penney and Eastman Kodak. 
As for appointments of minorities to 
the Cabinet, Carter said: 
“It would not be fair to minority 
members and women to give them 
special consideration just to include 
more of them in my Cabinet,” he said. 
But he said a special effort would be 
made to recruit minorities and women 
for deputy and undersecretary po­ 
sitions. 
Carter said Mrs. Kreps has “creden­ 
tials that are suberb.” 
Bergland, 48, is a farmer himself. He 
operates a 800-acre farm and has been 
and adviser on farm policy issues for 
Vice President-elect Walter Mondale. 
“ My enthusiasm w as sligh ltly 
dampened,” said Mrs. Kreps in ac­ 
cepting Carter’s selection of her for the 
Commerce post. “As you members of 
the press know, I was not Mr. Carter s 
first choice.”

She referred to the fact that Mrs. Jane 
Cahill Pfeiffer originally asked that she 
not be considered for the job although 
she was said to be Carter’s No. 1 choice. 
As for appointment of Bell, an Atlanta 
lawyer. Carter said he felt a southerner 
should be in the Justice Department and 
that c r itic is m of him w as not 
“justifiable.” 
"I think Griffin Bell has a superb 


record on civil rights,” said Carter. “I 
think it accurate to point out that we 
have not had an attorney general from 
the South since the war between the 
states — more than 100 years.” 
Bell thanked Carter for his confidence 
in making the appointment and noted an 
inscription over the Justice Department

City Council faces 
single item agenda 


Persons planning to attend the Lompoc 
City Council meeting Tuesday night 
should make sure that they get there on 
time. Otherwise, it might be all over 
before they arrive. 
Only one “non-routine” item is on the 
agenda for the session, set for 7:30 p.m. 
in council chambers at City Hall, 119 W. 
Walnut Ave. It is a resolution recom­ 
mended by Community Development 
Director Jack Lam to establish new en­ 
vironmental quality regulations in the 
city. 
The resolution is necessary, Lam said, 
to bring the city’s regulations into com­ 
pliance with newly adopted state 
modifications scheduled to go into effect 
on Jan. 1, 1977. 
Basically, Lam stated, the new regula­ 
tions will require project proponents to 
supply a more complete, accurate and 
detailed description of the proposal and a 
more detailed staff analysis of the 
material submitted. 
The provisions also will serve to 
eliminate the preparation of “unneces­ 
sary” environmental impact reports by 
allowing the development of conditional 
négative declarations setting specific 
requirements of the proposed project in 
order to mitigate one or two potentially 
adverse environmental consequences. 
In the past, Lam noted, such projects 
that have "singular or few adverse im­ 
pacts” still were required to submit 
EIRs. 


One major effect of the new regula­ 
tions will be the increased cost of proces­ 
sing the environmental assessments, 
Lam said. He predicted that the 
minimum cost will be $100 and that it 
could go as high as $200. In the resolu­ 
tion, it is recommended that a base fee 
of $100 be established for any project 
proposal to cover the processing service. 
After the initial processing, the 
proposal will receive either a negative 
declaration, a conditional negative 
declaration or notice that a full EIR will 
be required. 
If an EIR is necessary, an additional 
$300 will be collected and the project 
proponent will be obligated to cover all 
other costs incurred by the city in con­ 
nection with processing the EIR 
The resolution is 27 single-spaced, 
typewritten pages long and contains five 
pages of appendices. 
The council will be asked to find that 
the resolution’s provisions are consistent 
with the California Environmental 
Quality Act of 1970 and that they be ap­ 
proved to take effect upon adoption or mi 
January 1. 
Routine items on the agenda’s Consent 
Calendar include a resolution withdraw­ 
ing Beattie Park property, recently an­ 
nexed to the city, from the County Fire 
Protection District and a memorandum 
of understanding to provide reimburse­ 
ment to local agencies for regional tran­ 
sportation planning activities.

China raps Soviets over 
weakening U.S. relations 


HONG KONG (UPI) - china, giving 
backhanded support to the U.S.-Japanese 
security alliance, accused the Soviet 
Union today of trying “to drag Japan into 
its strategic orbit.” 
A commentary by the official New 
China News Agency said the Kremlin 
had used political pressure, military 
pressure, “soft measures,” economic 
enticements and “smiling diplomacy’ to 
try to weaken relations between the 
United States and Japan. 
The commentary was a Chinese view 
of Soviet-Japanese relations during the 
year, beginning with “a haughty visit to 
Tokyo" by Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko last January. 
It said Gromyko “tried to coerce 
Japan” into signing a friendship treaty 
instead of a peace treaty, long delayed 
because of the Soviet occupation of four 
islands off northern Japan that Japan 
claims 
His aim, according to NCNA, was to 
“drag Japan into an 
Asian Security 
System,’ thus sowing discord in Japan- 
U.S 
relations and weakening their 
alliance ” 


When Gromyko’s “political pressure” 
failed, NCNA said, "military pressure 
was resorted to.” 
“By so doing,” NCNA said, quoting 
Japanese reports, “ the relation s 
between Japan and the U.S. in military 
affairs became still closer ” 


“Seeing that coercion won't do, the 
Soviet ruling clique changed its tactics 
and resorted to soft measures,” NCNA 
said, citing the visit to Moscow by a 
group of influential Japanese busines­ 
smen. It also cited several Soviet offers 
made at that time by Soviet Communist 
party leader Leonid Brezhnev for closer 
economic relations between Japan and 
the Soviet Union. 
His aim, the Chinese commentary 
said, was to make Japan more reliant on 
the Soviet Union in the economic field 
and less reliant on the United States. His 
plan was to do this over a 10 to 15-year 
period and “win Japan over gradually." 
This was upset by the defection of a 
Soviet MiG25 pilot last September and 
Moscow once again resorted to high 
pressure tactics, the Chinese said. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. said in an open letter 
to the public Sunday that property tax 
relief must include legal restraints on 
local and state spending. 
Brown said property tax relief will not 
come by raising sales and income taxes. 
He said such relief would only change the 
“form and not the substance.” 
The governor said he has received 
hundreds of thousands of letters on the 
subject of property taxes and rather than 
spend another $40,000 in tax money on 
pottage he decided “to express my 
thoughts in this open letter” to the news 
media. 
“During the coming weeks, I will 
carefully evaluate the various property 
tax proposals now circu latin g in 
Sacramento,” Brown said. “My princi­ 
pal concern is to insure prompt but 
honest property Ux relief.” 
Brown said real property Ux reform 
must include the following four fun­ 
damental principles: 
— Legal restraints on local and state 
spending. 
— Removal of unreasonable sUte 
m andates which force ex cessiv e 
spending at the local level 
- A split of the Ux role by a con­ 
stitutional amendment so that business 
pays its historical share of local property 
taxes. 
- Targeting state property tax relief 
to those homeowners hardest hit and 
most in need. 


Rosalynn, Amy

PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — Rosalynn 
Carter and her daughter Amy flew to 
Washington today to look over the family 
quarters of the White House and to visit 
Amy’s future school. 
The nation’s next first lady arranged to 
Uke nine-year-old Amy on an afternoon 
tour of Stevens Elementary School in the 
District of Columbia, where Amy will at­ 
tend classes. 
Mrs. Carter was also to be taken on 
tour of the presidential mansion by Chief 
Usher Rex Scouten who runs the 
household side. She planned to get 
acquainted with her large future sUff 
who attend to the upstairs suite where 
the Carters will live. 
“I have to live in a place for a while 
before I decide what changes should be 
made,” Mrs. Carter told reporters 
recently when asked if she planned to 
redecorate the family rooms.

CAIRO (UPI) — Presidents Hafez As­ 
sad of Syria and Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
say their reconciliation signals a united 
Arab front on new Middle East peace 
moves that will “ impose” itself on 
President-elect Jimmy Carter. 
“The Arab case has reached the point 
of imposing itself on the world and, con­ 
sequently, on any American President,” 
Sadat said Sunday at the opening of of­ 
ficial talks with Assad on coordinating 
strategy. 
“Our hearts and minds are open The 
change of American presidents will not 
make us alter our stand. We are masters 
of our destiny and we know what we 
want.” 
Assad arrived Saturday for his first 
visit to Egypt since the two countries 
ended a year-long rift at two Arab sum­ 
mits in Riyadh and Cairo last October. 
They had split over Syrian intervention 
in Lebanon’s civil war and Cairo’s deci­ 
sion to sign the most recent disengage­ 
ment pact with Israel. 
Since his arrival, Asaad has spent 


nearly six hours talking to Sadat, often 
without aides. Further discussions were 
scheduled for today. 
The two presidents hailed their newly 
forged rapprochem ent, with Sadat 
declaring fundamental differences on 
strategy had never existed between 
them. 
“The meeting of Egypt and Syria is the 
demand of our people’s m asses,” Assad 
said. “We are convinced that no victory 
is possible without this meeting.” 
Government sources said the two sides 
were coordinating a “peace offensive” 
which they expect to lead to the 
reconvening of the Geneva conference 
early next year. 
The offensive thus far has included the 
passage by the U.N. General Assembly 
of two resolutions, which originated with 
Egypt and Syria, calling for Palestinian 
participation in talks to begin by the end 
of next March. 
Another element in the offensive was 
an Egyptian invitation to Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim to visit.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Lebanon’s 
press association voted today to institute 
self-censorship in a bid to negotiate an 
end to the occupation of seven new­ 
spapers by Syrian troops. 
The association authorized iU presi­ 
dent, Riad Taha, to ask President EUas 
Sarkis to order the Syrian troops out of 
the newspapers in exchange for the es­ 
tablishment of a censorship board. The 
board’s members would be newspaper 
editors, association members said. 
If the proposal is accepted, it would be 
the first prior censorship ever imposed 
on Lebanon’s free press in peacetime. 
“But we are not optimistic that they 
will accept the bargain,” one officer of 
the press association said. “It looks as if 
the Syrians will want more.” 
The Syrians, members of the Arab 
League peacekeeping force, burst into 
the offices of the independent daily An 
Nahar and the French-language L’Ori- 
ent-Le Jour Sunday night, seised the 
new spapers’ 
presses and ordered 
reporters and editors out of the building. 
The 8yrian action left only right-wing 
and pro-Syrian news organizations un­ 
touched. 
The camouflage-suited paratroops also 
took over the offices of United Press 


International and Newsweek in the same 
building Sunday, but allowed their cor­ 
respondents today to return to work. 
Foreign journalists were told they 
could enter their offices in the press 
cooperative building housing An Nahar 
and l’Orientle Jour “as long as you have 
nothing to do with An Nahar.” 
An Nahar is Lebanon’s largest new 
spaper and, along with Egypt’s Al 
Ahram, is among the leading new­ 
spapers of the Arab world. 
There was some confusion at the door 
when the foreign journalists attempted 
to enter the press cooperative building. 
After a telephone call to his superiors, 
the Syrian lieutenant in charge of the 
building allowed the UPI and Newsweek 
correspondents to enter. Lebanese jour­ 
nalists who work for the occupied new­ 
spapers were barred. 
The closing of the UPI and Newsweek 
offices Sunday night appeared to have 
been an accidental side effect of the deci­ 
sion to occupy An Nahar. 
Takeover of the building and its 
printing presses followed a statement 
Saturday by An Nahar’s editor-in-chief 
calling on President Elias Sarkis to an­ 
nounce press guidelines and order Syrian 
troops out of Lebanese newspapers.

Backed by figures showing 
major increases in coastal 
growth permit applications, the 
South Central Coast Regional 
Commission this week issued a 
plea for its life. 
The Coastal Act of 1976 man­ 
dates that each regional com­ 
mission must prove it is useful 
jUMd ha%a necessary work toad. 
« 
South Central’s executive 
director. Carl Hetrick, has no 
> doubt the commission serves an 
important function, and lists 
past and future projects as 
proof. 
Taking the im m ediate 
coastline, for example, Hetrick 
points out to the State Commis­ 
sion that continued expansion of 
petroleum activities in the 
Santa Barbara Channel, possi­ 
ble Liquid Natural Gas (LNG) 
and deep water marine ter­ 
minals for Alaskan crude and 
the development of Port San 
Luis are but a few of the upcom­ 
ing important issues facing 
them. 
Almost four years old, the 
fledging South Central commis­ 
sion has received 3,755 filings 
for development permits, an 
average of 80 per month. 
And those permits are grow­ 
ing steadily. Last year’s per­ 
mits averaged 66 per month and 
this year’s jumped to 103. 
November 1976 had a whopping 
200 permit applications and last 
Friday’s agenda alone had over 
100 matters to be taken up. 
Beyond permit applications, 
how ever, are tne tim e- 
consuming full public hearings 
on the permits, averaging nine 
per month last year and 12 this 
year. 
“Perhaps the best indicator 
of the extent to which this 
Regional Commission has 
reduced the work load of the 
State Commission...is the ratio 
of appeals to applications 


filed.” states Hetrick, noting 
that only three per cent of total 
permits are appealed to the 
state. 
As further justification. 
Hetrick’s report explains that 
the new coastal act has ex­ 
panded the regional commis­ 
sion's jurisdiction in eight 
mayor 
i|s U s e w : 
Monterey/San Luis Obispo 
County line to Point Estero- 
M orro Bay w a te rsh e d ; 
Guadalupe Dunes; Vandenberg 
Air Force Base; Point Peder­ 
nales to Gaviota; the Car­ 
pintería Valley and the upper 
Santa Monica mountains. 
Hetrick singles out Car­ 
pintería as their new jurisdic­ 
tion where a lot of action is hap- 
p en in g . Such issu e s as 
greenhouse proliferation, con­ 
version of agricultural land to 
urban or quasi-agricultural 
uses, management of the El 
Estero watershed and urbaniza­ 
tion are cited. 
The new coastal act provides 
the possibility that local areas 
might take over the permit 
review process. Hetrick tells 
the state commission that he’s 
informally heard of only two 
local jurisdictions actively con­ 
sidering taking on that work — 
the cities of Morro Bay and 
Santa Barbara. 
In a bit of humor rare for 
governmental reports, Hetrick 
quips “I would expect that at 
least some of those local en­ 
tities which do assume the per­ 
mit issuing function would seek 
to return it to the Commissions 
once they realize what they 
have done to themselves.” 
Hetrick believes that since 
the local entities would not 
have “final discretion" over 
coastal perm its and ad­ 
ministrative costs would rise, 
most localities will let the 
regional commission do the 
work

Professional poachers are 
hunting in Santa Barbara 
County in order to sell deer car­ 
cass for as much as $100 in Los 
Angeles. 
Poaching of deer, wild pig, 
quail, rabbit and other wildlife 
is out of control in California 
and, according to the State 
Department of Fish and Game, 
Santa Barbara County “ is 
probably in the upper 10 per 
cent in being hit hard.” 
Poachdrs do not hunt in great 
fear of arrest. They have all the 
advantages; 
—There are some 200 to M0 
wardens covering the state’s 
100-million plus acres. Three 
wardens patrol Santa Barbara 
County when three times that 
number are needed for the job, 
according to Robert Prosser, 
captain of the department’s 
land patrol in the county. 
“We have no relief. When our 
men go home for the night, 
that’s it. Everything is open,” 
he said. 
—Professional poachers hunt 
in groups of two or three peo­ 
ple, each in separate vehicles 
that are equipped with CB 
radios and scanners that 
monitor the radio frequencies 
of sheriff deputies and game 
wardens. 
—The professionals often 
hunt with illegal infra-red 
scopes and spotting scopes and 
quieter firing .22 caliber rifles. 
Some hunt with cross bows, 
also for the silence factor. 
—The public will not report 
on poachers. “They don’t want 
to get involved,” says Capt. 
Prosser. 
—Court sentences imposed on 
poachers are generally so light 
that they aje not effective 
d eterren ts, according to 
sportsmen organizations. 
There are three reasons peo­ 
ple poach — for the pride of the 
kill, for food and for profit, ac­ 
cording to local game warden 
David Rawlinson. 
The type of poachers who 
have the greatest impact on the 
wildlife population are the 
professionals, the ones who kill 
for money. 
Rawlinson has heard of in­ 
dividual professional poachers 
bagging between 30 to 50 deer a 
year. 
They will sell a deer carcass 
for as much as $25 in Guadalupe 
and 9100 in Los Angeles. They 
get more for wild pig. 
“As Santa Barbara is the 
nearest county to Los Angeles 
with any wildlife, a great 
number of the county’s deer end 
up in L A .,’’ explained 
Rawlinson. 
In a special 40-hour survey 
spread over a 20 day period last 
January, the remains of 76 deer 
were found along roadways 
near Lompoc and Santa Maria. 
The deer, they assessed, were 
illegally killed and within the 
previous 12 months. 
(During that same period, 14 
citations for deer poaching 
were issued in the same area.) 
The remains were of bucks, 
does and fawns - the latter two 
being illegal to hunt even during 
the six week deer hunting 
season each year. 
To Rawlinson, who conducted 


away with poaching there too, 
because the base has one full­ 
time game warden (in addition 
to several part-time volunteer 
wardens) to cover the base’s 
98.000 acres. 
Vandenberg has poaching 
problems, said base warden 
Paul Hufschmidt. If a poacher 
is caught, “it is strictly a mat­ 
ter of luck,” he added. 
Sgt. Hufschmidt will go two 
or three months without spot­ 
ting evidence of a poacher’s do­ 
ings and then find four or five 
deer remains — often in plastic 
bags — in one day. 
During his 14 months on the 
job on base, he has not had the 
opportunity to cite one poacher. 
“Unless you actually see the 
individual shoot the deer, legal­ 
ly you are kind of stymied,” he 
explained. 
Neal Olinger Jr., president of 
the Lompoc Sportsmens As­ 
sociation, is against poaching 
for several reasons. Poachers, 
he said, deplete the number of 
game available to legal hunters 
and they give a had name to the 
true hunter. 
“We have a had image now as 
a hunter that we’re trying to 
shake-off,” he said. 
Many people may not know it, 
but the few organizations that 
are trying to do something 
about poachers are sportsmen 
organizations such as the 
Sportsmen's Council of Central 
California and the California 
Wildlife Federation. 
Stanley R. Radom, an officer 
in both of the above groups, 
writes letters to judges in the 
state, asking that harsh 
sentences be dealt to poachers. 
In a recent letter to Lompoc 
Municipal Court Judge Terrill 
F. Cox. Radom wrote, “For 
several years this council has 
made a concerted effort to im­ 
press courts with the fact that 
small fines and liberal proba­ 
tion has actually encouraged 
violations of the Fish and Game 
Code.’’ 
Citing an uncommonly high 
poaching fine imposed this year 
in Monterey County, he con­ 
tinued, “ The law-abiding 


sportsmen do not consider 
$1,200 at all too stiff for a deer 
poaching offense. We feel that 
heavy fines, jail sentences and 
tough probation terms, along 
with wide publicity, will prove 
to be the most effective 
deterrent.” 
Judge Cox replies, “I think 
the sentences I’ve imposed 
have been very harsh. I agree 
that sentences should be harsh. 
You’ll find that north county 
judges are harsh because we 
live in an area where poaching 
occurs." 
The long range effect of 
poaching is a steady decline in 
the wildlife population in Santa 
B arb ara C ounty, s ta te s 
Rawlinson. 
In the late 50’s and early 60 s, 
for example, the r.junber of 
bucks killed in a season 
averaged 1,300; Last year, 580 
legal kills were recorded, ac- 
cording to Bob Fordice, Fish 
and Game wildlife manage­ 
ment biologist. 
“There is less being taken 
because there are less deer out 
there," Rawlinson said., 
Olinger disagrees. “Sure,” he 
said, “the number of legal kills 
has declined, but a lot of that is 
due to the less availability of 
hunting areas.” 
The Hollister Ranch has been 
closed to hunters, he noted. 
Poachers, however, are not 
solely responsible for the 
reported decline in wildlife. 
Road kills and deprivation kills 
(killing of wildlife, by permit, 
that cause damage to crops and 
livestock and represent a threat 
to human life) are factors too. 
The biggest cause in the 
decline — greater even than 
legal hunting and poaching — is 
the loss of animal habitat 
through human encroachment, 
states Rawlinson. 
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meant, “There is an awful lot of 
poaching going on that I didn’t 
realise. You hear a lot of 
rumors, but there is even more 
going on than I thought . ”

LOS ANGELES (U P I) - 
Amid speculation that violation 
of safety rules may have caused 
a massive oil tanker explosion, 
Coast Guard officials prepared 
for an official board 6f inquiry 
into the cause of the accident in 
one of the world’s busiest har­ 
bors. 
Four Italian seamen were 
killed and four others were still 
missing along with a security 
guard working on a nearby pier 
when the 810-foot tanker San- 
sinena, registered in Liberia, 
exploded. 
The ship was broken in two by 
the blast, which also caused an 
estimated $5 million damage in 
the surrounding harbor area. 
Rear Adm. Robert Price, 
commander of the 11th Coast 
Guard District, said the explo­ 
sion probably had “ something 
to do” with refueling operations 
begun after the tanker unloaded 
500,000 barrels of Indonesian 
crude oil to the Union Oil Co. 
“ The failure might have been 
either human or in the system,” 
Price explained. “ We can 
probably speculate that 
someone violated a safety rule 
somewhere." 
Price announced Sunday that 
a formal Marine Board of 
Investigation w ill convene 
Tuesday to interview witnes­ 
ses, evaluate evidence and try 
to establish a cause of the acci­ 
dent. 
The inquiry will be directed 
by Rear Adm. Jam es W. 
Moreau, commander of the 14th 
Coast Guard District headquar­ 
tered in Honolulu, who flew to 
Los Angeles late Saturday 
night. 
Chosen to serve with him on 
the board were Capt. James A. 
Atkinson and Cmdr. Richard A. 
Sutherland, both assigned to 
Coast Guard Headquarters in 
Washington D.C. 
County Coroner Thomas 
Noguchi, meanwhile, said a 
scientific investigation of the 
victims' bodies could disclose 
where they were and what they 
were doing when the blast oc­ 
curred two hours before the 
tanker was scheduled to depart 
for home.

Kidnap 
victim may 
be freed 
MADRID, Spain (U PI) - A 
decision by the kidnapers of a 
top government official not to 
execute their hostage has 
sparked hopes he may be 
released in exchange for a 
Christmas pardon of political 
prisoners. 
The political crisis triggered 
nine days ago by the kidnaping 
of Antonio Maria Oriol cooled 
enough to let Premier Adolfo 
Suarez go ahead with plans to 
leave the capital today on 
government business. 
A crucial moment in Oriol’s 
ordeal passed Saturday when 
his left-wing kidnapers an­ 
nounced “ the cancelation of the 
decision to execute him.” 
Suarez then made plans to 
travel early today to Biurcelona 
on his first visit as premier to 
the independent-minded region 
of Catalonia. 
A week ago Suarez postponed 
the trip in order to stay in 
Madrid and deal with the ex­ 
plosive situation created by the 
kidnaping just days before the 
national referendum on 
political reforms. 
The urban guerrillas bolding 
the 63-year-old Oriol, president 
of the Council of State, said 
they decided to let him live 
because the government gave a 
“ vague” promise to meet their 
demand — the freeing of all

In a television appearance 
Saturday night, Interior Minis­ 
ter Rodolfo Martin Villa said 
that tiie government was, in 
fact, preparing a widening of 
King Juan Carlos’ limited July 
amnesty. 
But he said that the chances 
of applying the amnesty “ are 
not increased or stimulated, on 
the contrary, they are seriously 
impeded by actions like this 
kidnaping.” 


Monetary experts in session 
on impact of oil price hike 


PARIS (U PI) - Monetary 
experts from leading non- 
Communist nations open three 
days of talks today to deter­ 
mine the impact of recent oil 
price increases and to study 
details of financial aid to Bri­ 
tain. 
Three meetings have been 
called in the French capital to 
deal with the repercussions of 
the decision by the Organiza­ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to raise its prices. 
Eleven OPEC members said 
last week they will raise prices 
by 10 per cent Jan. 1 and by an 
additional 5 per cent six months 
later. Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates have 
said they will lim it their rise to 
5 per cent over the entire year. 
The Paris meetings will be 
the first assessment of the im­ 
pact of the oil price hikes since 
their approval by OPEC last 
Friday at Doha, Qatar. 


Financial sources in Paris 
said it would take several days, 
and possibly weeks, to compute 
the real effect of the two-tier 
rise on Western inflation rates. 
The other major item on the 
monetary experts’ agenda was 
Britain’s continued financial 
difficulties and the Internation- 
at Monetary Fund’s decision to 
baU the country out with a $3.9 
billion loan. 
Although the IM F has ap­ 
proved the loan in principle, it 
is short of cash and has turned 
to Britain's main Western allies 
to help raise the money. 


Form al approval should 
come Jan. 3 at a meeting of the 
IM F’s Board of Directors in 
Washington. 


The Paris meetings of three 
separate but closely linked 
organizations are designed to 
determine how much each ally 
will contribute to the loan for 


Britain. 
Today’s conference will in­ 
volve officials of the Bank of 
International Settlements. The 
BIS, based in Basel, Switzer­ 
land, acts as a clearing house 
for central banks. 
On Tuesday, the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and 
Development will host a session 
of its so-called Working Party 
No. 3. That group has played a 
decisive role in finding cures 
for balance of payments dif­ 
ficulties of the 24 OECD 
member nations. 


The monetary meetings end 
Wednesday with a session of the 
Group of Ten. The group in­ 
cludes representatives of the 
non-Communist world’s 10 rich­ 
est nations, led by the United 
States, and makes ultimate 
decisions on how to apportion 
aid to financially troubled 
allies.

Miles-long oil slick 
threatens fishing ground 


NANTUCKET, Mass. (U PI) 
— An oil sUck 65 miles long 
threatened important fishing 
grounds on Georges Bank today 
as the Coast Guard prepared to 
pump the remaining oil from a 
grounded Liberian tanker 
before it too leaks out. 


The spill also imperiled two 
endangered species of marine 
life: the gray seal, which 
spawns in the area, and the 
humpback whale, which mi­ 
grates south through the shoals. 


The Coast Guard Sunday es­ 
timated 1.5 million gallons of 
heavy industrial oil had leaked 
from the 640-foot Argo Mer­ 
chant since it lodged on Nan­ 
tucket Shoals five days ago. 
Millions of gallons more were 
still on board the vessel. 
Unloading, which could take a 
month to com plete, is 
threatened by winds which the 
U.S. Navy said could hit gale 
force late today or early Tues­ 
day. The National Weather Ser­ 
vice. however, said the winds 
will be between 20 and 35 knots 
at their highest today. 
_____ 


The Coast Guard’s plans 
called for placing an anchor on 
the starboard bow today to 
further stabilize the tanker so 
barges can be brought along 
side to start offloading opera­ 
tions, the Coast Guard said. 


The ship is grounded about 30 
miles from this island com­ 
munity which is a major resort 
in the summertime. 


Efforts to free the tanker 
were at first frustrated by poor 
weather. The seas quieted Sun­ 
day enough to allow an anchor 
to be attached to the ship’s port 
bow and 4.500-pound fenders to 
be secured to its sides. 


MANILA, The Philippines 
(U PI) - An American F14 jet 
fighter plunged into the South 
China Sea Sunday while trying 
to land on the aircraft carrier 
USS Enterprise 200 miles west 
of M anila, a U .S. Navy 
spokesman said. 
The spokesman said both 
crewmen ejected from the 
plane and were recovered ap­ 
parently uninjured by an 
Enterprise helicopter about 
three miles from the aircraft 
carrier. 
The F14 missed a landing on 
the Enterprise and its wingtip 
struck two other airplanes on 
the flight deck before veering 
out of control and crashing into 
the sea, the spokesman said. 
The extent of damage to the 
two other planes was not im­ 
mediately determined. 
The Navy did not say whether 
it would attempt to recover the 
F14.

(U P I) - A 
laughing President Ford opened 
his final Christmas vacation 
from the White House by trying 
to bring snow to this barren ski­ 
ing resort. 
V illagers cheered Ford, 
spending his ninth consecutive 
family yuletide in the Rocky 
Mountain resort, but also called 
in an Indian tribe to perform a 
snow dance to cure the white 
blight. 
“ We know that between the 
Indians and myself they’ll be 
some snow very soon,” Ford 
told some 2,000 cheering villag­ 
ers on arriving for his two-week 
vacation late Sunday. 
En route to Vail, Air Force 
One stopped in Michigan where 
the University of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor, the President’s 
alma mater, awarded first lady 
Betty Ford an honorary doctor 
of laws degree. 
Mrs. Ford told the university 
commencement audience she 
and her husband are looking 
forward to the years after leav­ 
ing the White House Jan. 20. 
“ The best is yet to be,” she 
smiled. 


The President, given his 
honorary doctorate by the un­ 
iversity two years earlier, rose 
from his platform chair and 
hugged and kissed his wife. 
Later, before boarding his 
plane for Colorado, the Presi­ 
dent threw an arm around his 
wife and joked, “ I’ve got to 
show her some deference now; 
she’s Dr. Ford.” 
The President’s tongue and 
foot both slipped on arrival in 
the mountain town for his an­ 
nual Christmas skiing holiday. 
First, addressing the crowd 
after lighting the Vail Christ­ 
mas tree, the President said, 
“ Betty, like Jack, Susan and 
Steven and my daughter-in-law, 
V ail, are delighted to be 
here...” Ford joined in the 
crowd’s laughter; his daughter- 
in-law, his son Michael's wife, 
is named Gayle, not Vail. 
Moments later, answering 
the pleas of townspeople, the 
President began shaking their 
hands. Sprinting up an ice- 
covered, outdoor flight of steps 
to reach more hands, Ford’s 
left foot slipped. But he 
regained his balance without 


falling. 
Ford's mood seemed as if he 
had won, not lost, the Novem­ 
ber election. The Vail citizenry 
certainly treated him like a 
winner.

Introduction 


The Area Planning Council is the Regional Transportation Planning Agency for Santa Barbara 
County. This means that the State and federal governments have named the Area Planning 
Council as the one agency which must coordinate the planning of local agencies like the 
and the County and make decisions on issues which involve more than one local agency. The 
federal government requires that once a year the Area Planning Council must publicize its 
activities and accomplishments so that the general public is aware of what is being done in 
transportation. That is the reason for this report. 
The Area Planning Council prepared and adopted a Regional Transportation Plan in 1975 and 
1976 and is now preparing a 1977 plan. The State and federal governments approve trans­ 
portation projects such as highway construction or bus purchases according to what the 
Regional Transportation Plan says. If a project conflicts with the plan, it cannot receive State 
or federal funds. 
In order to develop a plan, the Area Planning Council had to study many critical issues such as 
air pollution, energy, growth and financing. These and other issues are discussed in the 
following paragraphs. 


Cost of Public Transportation 


The Regional Transportation Plan calls for 
about six times as much bus service in the 
South Coast area as we have today, and for 
bus service in Lompoc, Santa Maria, and the 
Santa Ynez Valley, just like everything else, 
the cost of running buses is going up, due to 
the rising cost of labor and equipment. Better 
bus service in the long run will require more 
financial 
support 
from 
the communities 
served. As an example, if the expanded bus 
service were funded entirely by local taxes, 
it would require a fifty cent property tax rate 
or a one-half cent sales tax rate in the South 
Coast and a twenty cent property tax rate or 
a one-quarter cent sales tax rate in the North 
County areas by 1995. This would provide 
good quality bus service to more than ninety 
percent of the County’s residents. Given 
today’s shaky economic picture—particularly 
the property tax situation—one might expect 
that the expansion of transit service may be 
somewhat restricted, since it will be limited 
by what people are willing to pay in support.

In 1973 the County Planning Department 
projected population, housing, employment 
and family income for the years 1985 and 
1995 to estimate future travel needs. The 
Regional Transportation Plan is based on 
these projections. The County Comprehensive 
Plan Study consultants used similar projec­ 
tions in their "moderate growth scenario," 
which provided for an annual growth rate of 
less than one percent. A special County 
census was conducted in 1975. The results of 
the census agree with the population projec­ 
tions used in the transportation plan, with 


minor exceptions. Carpinteria, the Santa Ynez 
Valley and parts of Goleta grew more in the 
period from 1970 to 1975 than was expected. 
On the other hand, some areas actually lost 
population during the last five years because 
of a decrease in average family size. If water 
and sewer moratoriums continue or a new 
County General Plan is adopted new pro­ 
jections may be needed. For now, however, 
the Regional Transportation Plan will con­ 
tinue to be based on the Planning Depart­ 
ment’s forecasts. 


Management of the Existing Transportation Network 


Because of rising costs and the need to con­ 
serve energy, State and federal agencies are 
requiring immediate low cost plans to make 
the existing transportation system more effi­ 
cient. The Area Planning Council considered 
many actions before adopting a program of 
traffic engineering, mass transit, bixeways, 
park-and-ride lots, and parking controls. All 
of these actions are part of the everyday pro­ 
grams of the cities, the County and the transit 
district but will receive more emphasis in the 
future. Other actions, including exclusive bus 
and carpool lanes and a large carpooling pro­ 
gram were investigated but excluded from the 
adopted plan because they are not considered 
appropriate for this area. The size of the 
Santa Barbara area makes it seem doubtful 
that the use of mass transit and carpooling 
will ever be great enough to justify exclusive 
lanes. Carpool programs, even well publicized 
ones, have consistently failed to gain accep­ 
tance, mostly because gasoline and close-in, 
free parking are amply available for most 
drivers in Santa Barbara County. Unless park­ 
ing is greatly restricted, or some other dis­ 
incentives to auto use such as gas rationing 
are enacted, a carpooling program is not 
likely to be effective. Public agencies have 
not seen the demand for such actions to be 
great enough at this time to justify the dis- 


ruption and inconvenience which would result 
from their implementation. 


Transportation for the Ekieriy and Handicapped 


Shortage of Highway Funds 


The plan contains road construction projects 
needed to provide for future traffic at an 
"acceptable" level of service. "Acceptable" 
means generally not as good as today, allow­ 
ing more traffic congestion during peak hours 
than we have today. Financial studies show 
that the revenue expected from gasoline and 
road user taxes will not be enough to pay for 
many of the projects. This is mainly due to 


inflation and the use of road user taxes for 
purposes other than building and maintaining 
roads. The studies show that a gas tax increase 
of about four cents per gallon would be 
required over the next ten years to finance 
the improvements. Governor Brown has often 
stated his opposition to a gas tax increase, 
casting doubt on whether the plan can be 
implemented in the near future. 


The federal government requires a plan to 
provide equal transportation for elderly and 
handicapped residents. During the past year 
the staff of the Area Planning Council has 


worked with a committee of people from 
agencies which speak for and provide services 
to the elderly and handicapped to study the 
need for special transportation. The Council 
adopted a number of policies, which will 
influence future decision-making on transpor­ 
tation expenditures. Several of these policies 
are: 


• Special 
transportation services provided 
throughout the County will be coordinated 
to achieve maximum benefit. 


• Existing services, including taxicabs, will be 
used where possible before starting new 
services. 


• New buses will have special features to 
make their use by elderly and handicapped 
residents easier. Older buses should be 
retrofitted with special features. 


• Physical barriers to the use of transporta­ 
tion facilities by the elderly and handi­ 
capped will be removed. 


• To the extent needed to provide equitable 
access to opportunities and services, more 
special transportation for wheelchair users 
will be provided.

The Regional Transportation Plan is expected 
to result in about the same fuel consumption

in 1995 as today. Although driving is ex­ 
pected to increase about twenty-five percent 
between now and 1995 (assuming that gaso­ 
line is available), better gas mileage should 
compensate for increased driving. Unfortu­ 
nately, the ample availability of gasoline at 
the service station has reduced the trend 
toward buying smaller cars. A national policy 
is needed to restore the trend and make sure 
that America’s automobile fleet is becoming 
more efficient. 
Estimates of the world’s supply of crude oil 
range from 50 to 100 years’ worth. The U.S. 
supply is much more limited. Our dependence 
on foreign oil is increasing, a fact which in­ 
fluences national and international politics. 
The development of new fuels could reduce 
our use of gasoline and reduce our depen­ 
dence on foreign oil. In the meantime, while 
national policy is being determined, the Area 
Planning Council urges you to conserve gaso­ 
line whenever you can. A significant reduc­ 
tion in energy use can be made by voluntary 
conservation.

Scope of the Regional Transportation Plan 


In general, the Regional Transportation Plan 
provides for continued use of the automobile 
for most trips. It also proposes expanded 
public transportation. Automobile and truck 
use in Santa Barbara County is expected to 
increase about twenty-five percent, from four 
million daily miles today to five million daily 
miles by 1995. Bus ridership in the South 
Coast is projected to increase from today’s 
7,000 daily riders to 50,000 by 1995. Bus 


ridership in the Lompoc, Santa Maria and 
Santa Ynez Valley areas is projected to reach 
9,000 daily riders by 1995 if the plan is im­ 
plemented. Except for passenger handling and 
private aircraft facilities, no expansion is 
planned for the airports in the region. Exten­ 
sive bikeway plans for every jurisdiction are 
included in the Regional Transportation Plan.

A study of the impact of transportation on 
air quality showed the following: 


One of the ingredients of smog which is 
emitted from cars and trucks is reactive 
hydrocarbon. Today auto.s and trucks are 
responsible for about two-thirds of the 
total hydrocarbons produced. By 1985, if 
federal exhaust control requirements are 
met, cars and trucks will produce only 
one-quarter of the total. 
In the future, because cars will be cleaner, 
reducing auto use will not have much effect 
on air quality. 
National air quality standards should be 
achieved in Santa Maria and the Santa Ynez 
Valley in the early 1980’s if federal exhaust 
control requirements are met.

automobiles were removed, unless a reduc­ 
tion is made in future pollution from other 
sources. 
We need to know more about the sources 
of pollution and the chemical reactions 
which occur. 


The South Coast of Santa Barbara County is 
no longer included in the Los Angeles Air 
Basin. A new air basin has been formed which 
includes Ventura, Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo Counties. This could influence the 
role of transportation in achieving clean air, 
to be determined during the coming year.

An order recom m ending 
denial of an appeal for funding 
of a deep river wastewater

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Atomic electric power 
discovered 25 years ago 


He's looking forward to best Christmas of his life 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Ex­ 
actly 25 year« ago the engineer« 
at an Idaho deaert research sta­ 
tion watched four household 
light bulbs flicker to life in a 
m inds of science — man’s 
first feneration of electricity 
with atomic energy. 
"A t that time we didn’t really 
attach a lot of significance to 
it," recalls Dr. Leonard Koch, 
who was in the 16-man team at 
the Idaho atomic reactor on 
Dec. SO, 1951, and now manages 
nuclear projects for Illinois 
Power Co. 
H isto ry 
has 
proved 
otherwise. 
Sixty-four operating reactors 
now supply about 10 per cent of 
Am erica’s electricity — a 
record amount, enough to light 
S90 million 100-watt bulbs. 
Another 164 reactors are plan­ 
ned or under construction, and 
atomic power is targeted to 
supply 25 per cent of all U.S. 
electricity within a decade. 
The 1151 reactor, first in the 
world built to "breed" more 
fuel than it burned, stands as 
forerunner to the government’s 
top priority energy project of 
1976 — a new breeder at Oak 
Ridge, Teirn., that may be the 
prototype of fuel-stretching 
power plants for the end of this 
century and beyond. 
Nuclear power generation 
and its waste products — feared 
by many as a threat to 
mankind’s future, hailed by 
others as the answer to world 
energy problems — spark con­ 
troversy around the globe. 
Koch now has another view of 
what he witnessed at the bleak 
desert research station a 
quarter-century ago. 
"It may turn out to be one of 
the important events of the 20th 
Century.” be says. 
The goal of the 1951 experi­ 
ment at the Argonne National 
Laboratory near Idaho Falls, 
Idaho, was to test a reactor 
cooled by molten sodium- 
potassium metal alloy and 
producing more fuel than it 
burned. 
"The project showed you 
could use a liquid metal coolant 
... (and generate) as much fuel 
or more fuel in the reactor than 
you bum," said Dr. Walter 
Zinn, who headed the project. 
"You have to remember that 
at the time we thought uranium 
was really much scarcer than it 
turned out to be." 
But some time after the 
project was started in 1949, 
Zinn realized the reactor would 
create vast amounts of heat and 
dpdded to put some of it to uae. 
Equipment was designed to 
let the reactor coolant produce 
steam. A used turbine-genera- 
tor was acquired to turn the 
steam into electricity. Four 
110-volt electric light bulbs 
were strung together like 
Christmas tree lights to utilize 


the generator's 440-volt output. 
On Dec. 20, the 16 engineers 
watched as steam from the 
reactor was diverted to the tur­ 
bine. The lights flickered, 
glowed, then burned brightly as 
the turbine came up to full 
power. 
Next day engineers isolated 
the building housing the reactor 
from all outside electric sour­ 


ces, letting the reactor’s steam 
generate all needed power. 
One of the engineers, Reid 
Cameron, scribbled a message 
marking the occasion in chalk 
on a concrete shielding wall in­ 
side the building. All 16 men 
signed under the message. 
Their signatures remain today. 
Today, shut down, it is a 
national historic landmark. 


LIBERTY, Maine (U PI) - 
Lawrence McNinch is looking 
forward to what he says will 
probably be the best Christmas 
of his life, because for the first 
time in more than 40 years he 
will spend it with his mother. 
"Nothing could ever top 
this," McNinch said after the 
arrival last week of Ina Stickan, 
the mother he had not seen 
since he was two weeks old. 
Mrs. Stickan, who now lives 
in Seaside, Calif., gave her son 
up to a foster home during the 


Depression. 
" I had worked in shoe fac­ 
tories making |40 to $50 a week, 
but suddenly my salary dropped 
to $10,” she explained. "There 
just wasn’t enough to make 
ends meet. 
" I was separated from my 
husband and living with my 
mother, with my two other 
children. In those days it wasn’t 
uncommon for a child to be 
placed in a foster home while 
the mother worked." 
She lost contact with the 


foster family, and finally con­ 
cluded her son must have died. 
But McNinch always hoped to 
find her and finally this fall, 
with the help of his wife Mariet­ 
ta and a local newspaper, he 
did. 
Mrs. McNinch located Mrs. 
Stickan, already called "M a" 
by the M cNinches, after 
several months of investigative 
work. 
" I called Ma and it took a few 
minutes for her to comprehend 
what was really happening," 


Mrs. McNinch said. "After all 
it isn’t every day you get a call 
from a woman saying she’s 
your son’s wife, the son you 
haven’t seen in over 40 years.” 
I’ll say I was surprised," 
Mrs. Stickan said. "But I was 
tickled, too. I couldn’t wait to 
see Larry and all of his family, 
my family, too." 
The discovery of her so t in­ 
creased Mrs. Stickan’s family 
from five grandchildren to 14 
plus a great-grandchild. Though 
she planned to stay in Maine for 


only two weeks, Mrs. Stickan 
now says the visit w ill be 
longer. 
" I’m just not ready to leave 
my fam ily," she said. "It has 
taken us long enough to get 
together, and I ’m going to enjoy 
every minute for as long as I 
can.”

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NRA now recruiting women 
for gun control campaign 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
chain reaction from women's 
ttb is penetrating, of all places, 
the National Rifle Association. 
For the first time in its 101- 
year history, the NRA has 
begun a ctive ly recruitin g 
female members for its battle 
against gun control. 
M artel Lovelace, who is 
directing the new “ Women in 
NRA,” or “ W INRA,” drive, 
said she’s uncertain how the 
organization w ill change if 
females become a significant 
part of its membership. 


“ Basically, women are on the 
fence about the gun possession 
issue, she said in an interview. 


“ They couldn’t care one way 
or the other,” she said. The 
NRA hopes to draw only a few 
of its female members from 
among the ranks of those who 
actually shoot or hunt. 
“ Women do seem to have an 
intrinsic fear of firearm s.” Ms. 
Lovelace conceded. But “ if you 
touch (a gun), and fire it, you 
realize it can be turned into a 
recreational tool like a golf club 
or a tennis racket. You can kill 


someone with a golf club, you 
know.” 
She said one thing is clear: 
the composition of the NRA s 
75-member Board of Directors, 
which now includes two women, 
is likely to change. 
And she said an increase in 
women members might actual­ 
ly make the association more 
militant in its fight for “ the 
right to keep and bear arms. 
“ Some women are much 
more rabid in their views and 
expressing them,” die said. 
“ When a woman firm ly be­ 
lieves in something, she goes 
out and fights for it.” 
The W IN R A program , 
launched in November, seeks to 
attract women interested in 
self-protection and many areas 
of outdoor activity such as 
game cooking, backpacking, 
nature crafts, as w ell as 
shooting, she said. 
Southern Californian Karen 
Green, for instance, writes 
cookbooks on wild game and 
fish recipes and joined the 
W INRA program to broaden 
her knowledge of the outdoors. 
Currently about half the rifle 


shooting target competitors are 
female, said Steve Hines, an 
NRA spokesman. 
“ Women are much better 
built for rifle shooting than men 
because they have the width in 
the hips and the strength up 
here.” Ms. Lovelace explained, 
pointing to her upper torso. 
She noted Margaret Murdock 
of Topeka, Kan., was the first 
woman to win a place on the 
U.S. Olympic shooting team 
and won a silver medal in the 
last Olympics. 
Ms. Lovelace said the re­ 
sponse to the new campaign has 
been good so far. Of thousands 
of letters and applications 
received, she has received just 
four “ nasty” letters about it — 
all from men.

“ We asked states to go out 
and report to us all cases of 
Guillian-Barre,” he said. “ It’s 
going to take a few days for all 
those reports to get in.” 
The last official count showed 
107 cases of the disease, six of 
them fatal, had been reported 
to the CDC. 
M illar said the figures were 
“ not very meaningful” yet 
because the CDC would have to 
check into each case.

Kerb's Trading Post 
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Pot tested against whisky 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - It 
>nly takes one or two shots of 
vhisky to impair a motorist’s 
vision to such an extent that he 
s a menace on the highway. 
However, 
“ equivalent” 
amounts of marijuana do not 
have such an effect. 
These were the conclusions of 
researchers at the University of 
California’s campus here and in 
Berkeley and at the Pacific 
Medical Center. 
They said Sunday in a sum­ 
mary of their four-year study 
that even moderate drinking 
causes important — but tem­ 
porary — changes in a person’s 
ability to identify and track 
moving objects, recover from 
glare and distinguish between 
some color hues. 
After only one drink, they 
said, test persons had 10 to 20 
per cent greater difficulty in 


identifying moving objects with 
recovery taking up to six hours. 
And a single drink also 
reduced tracking — the ability 
of the eye to follow a small spot 
as it moves smoothly back and 
forth. Glare recovery under 
normal conditions takes 20 se­ 
conds while, after a few drinks, 
it takes 30 to 50 per cent longer. 
The researchers said a few 
drinks also increased the 
number of errors persons made 
when identifying subtle differ­ 
ences in colors. 
‘‘Marijuana produced similar 
but not as severe distortions,” 
Anthony Adams, associate 
professor of physiological op­ 
tics at UC Berkeley’s School of 
Optometry, said. 
Adams said that both the slow 
glare recovery and the in­ 
creased difficulty in identify­ 
ing moving objects may help 


explain why alcohol is so 
frequently linked to traffic ac­ 
cidents. 
The subjects used in the 
testing did not know whether 
they were being given alcohol 
and marijuana or disguised sub­ 
stitutes, the optometrist said. 
In the actual tests, Adams ex­ 
plained, alcohol was mixed with 
fruit juice and two ice cubes 
and drunk through a straw from 
a covered paper cup. To 
minimize recognition, two 
drops of alcohol and two drops 
of eucalyptus oil were placed on 
the lid. 
The marijuana was provided 
by the National Institute on 
Drug Abuse. Results were 
recorded after a subject 
smoked between 10 and 15 
minutes.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
special study of cases in the 
Superior Court’s central dis­ 
trict for the past three years 
suggests that a trend towards 
longer trials is also increasing 
the time litigants must wait to 
get into court. 
Presiding Judge Robert 
Wenke ordered the study after 
noticing that the trials in the 
171-judge court were falling 
behind the court calendar. 
“ The judges were working as 
hard as ever," he explained, 
“ but we couldn’t move the 
cases out." 
The study showed that the 
number of civil cases ready to 
be tried and waiting for a judge 
or jury increased by 2,500 dur­ 
ing the past six months, and 
Wenke said the backlog will 
probably grow faster in the 
future. 
There were 26 civil trials 
lasting 25 days or more in 1974, 
50 in 1975 arid 71 in 1976 for a 
total increase of 170 per cent. 
The number of trials lasting 
at least 10 days grew from 190 
in 1974 to 275 in 1975 and 313 in 
1976, a 64 per cent increase. 
Wenke recently reduced the 
number of cases scheduled for 
trial on a given day by 20 per 
cent in an effort to relieve the 
backlog. 


Senior Coast Guard officers 
to probe explosion of tanker 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Three senior Coast Guard of­ 
ficers with extensive backgrounds In maritime safety and 
environmental protection will serve on a formal Marine 
Board of Investigation into the explosion of the tanker San- 
sinena in Los Angeles Harbor. 
The board will interview witnesses and evaluate evidence 
in an effort to learn the cause of the accident Friday night. 
Jam es W. Moreau, commander of the 14th Coast Guard 
District headquartered in Honolulu, will serve as president 
of the board. The other two members will be Capt. Jam es A. 
Atkinson and Cmdr. Richard A. Sutherland, both assisgned 
to Coast Guard Headquarters in Washington D.C. 
Moreau also headed the investigating board into the colli­ 
sion of the container ship Sea Witch and tanker Esso Brus­ 
sels in New York Harbor in 1973. 
He has served as chief of engineering at Coast Guard 
Headquarters and has commanded three Coast Guard cut­ 
ters. 
Atkinson is a former Merchant Marine officer with 10 
years experience on tank vessels who also served in the En­ 
vironmental Protection Division at Coast Guard Headquar­ 
ters. In 1975 he was the U.S. observer to Chile overseeing 
Coast Guard assistance in the clean-up of a massive oil spill 
from a supertanker that ran aground in the Strait of 
Magellan. 
Sutherland, now assigned to the Merchant Marine Safety 
Division, recently helped develop technical standards for 
tanker construction. In 1973 he served in London as a 
member of the American delegation to the International 
Conference on the Prevention of Pollution of the Sea. 


Higher coffee prices in 77 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Shoppers who have watched 
coffee prices soar to new 
records this year can expect 
even higher prices in 1977, 
A g ricu ltu re D ep artm en t 
economists warned today. 
And switching to tea or cocoa 
won’t help the budget much, 
they said. 
Expdrtf said relief is a long 
way off. In a report published 
today they said world coffee 
production is not likely to 
return to normal until the 1979- 
’80 marketing season, although 
output could improve earlier 
than that. 
Meanwhile, analysts William 
C. Bowser and Rex E.T. Dull 
said, supplies “ will continue 
tight and prices will remain 
relatively high." 
At the same time. Bowser 
and Dull noted that tea prices 
on London markets have also 
risen to new record highs 
recently, and in a separate 
report Dull said prices for 
cocoa also have risen to new 
records this year because of 
poor crop prospects in West 
Africa. 
Four killed in 


“ And this means consumers 
will be payng higher prices for 
cocoa and chocolate products in 
the coming months,” he said. 
The boom in coffee prices 
was attributed to a freeze 
which struck Brazil, the world’s 
largest producer, in July 1975. 
The disaster came too late to 
affect that season’s production, 
but its damage cut the 1976-77 
crop potential by 60 per cent or 
more. 
The amount of coffee 


available for export from 
producing nations in the current 
season is now estimated at 44.7 
million bags, nearly 20 per cent 
below a year earlier add about 
10 million bags below estimated 
demand, exports said. 
As the shortage made itself 
felt, prices rose. At the retail 
level, although consumers have 
already seen prices go from 
$1.21 a pound for canned 
roasted coffee in mid-1975 to 
$2.12 last October, the analysts 
warned that more is coming.

The Pittsburgh Steelers were such a 
destructive force on the football field 
Sunday they sent the fans home early — 
and thereby ended up saving the lives of 
hundreds of people. 
The Steelers, methodically marching 
toward a record third straight Super 
Bowl title, crushed the Baltimore Colts, 
40-14, in an Am erican Football 
Conference semifinal and, fortunately, 
sent people heading for the exits well 
before the end of the contest. 
Because the stadium emptied early a 
major tragedy was averted when a small 
engine Cherokee plane, piloted by 33- 
year-old Don Kroner of Baltimore, 
crashed into the upper deck of 
Baltimore’s Memorial Stadium about 10 
minutes after the game had ended. 
Police said that if the game had been 
close there would still have been many 
people in the stands and that several of 
them probably would have been killed. 
“If it had been a close game there 


would have been people up there and 
they would have been falling out of the 
stadium,” said Maryland Gov. Marvin 
Mandel, who attended the contest and in­ 
spected the accident site. 


There were no injuries reported to 
spectators, but two policemen were 
struck by part of the plane’s wingtip and 
were injured. Kroner was hospitalized 
with cuts and bruises and was reported 
in fair condition. 


The game was supposed to have been a 
closely-contested affair, but the Steelers 
dominated it from the opening whistle. 


Terry Bradshaw, injured for much of 
the regular season, saw a weakness in 
the Colts’ secondary affair, but the 
Steelers dominated it from the opening 
whistle. 


The Steelers’ famed defense also was 
awesome, holding the high-scoring Colts 
to just 170 yards total offense. 


“We were ready,” said Bradshaw. 
“They said they were ready, that they 
were at their peak. They said this and 
they said that. We said very little and did 
a lot.” 
Colts’ Coach Ted Marchibroda admit­ 
ted the Steelers were a far superior team 
to his club. 


“Were not a Super Bowl team,” 
Marchibroda said. “We need more 
ability and a few more top players on 
our club to become a Super Bowl team. 
You saw one out there today in 
everything they did — passing, running, 
defense and specialty teams.” 


The victory sets up a rematch between 
the AFC finalists of the past two seasons 
— Pittsburgh and the Oakland Raiders. 
Oakland, which lost to the Steelers 16-10 
last year, earned its shot by edging the 
New England Patriots, 24-21, Saturday. 
Pittsburgh has been installed a four- 
point choice for next Sunday’s game. 
There will be a couple of familiar faces 


in the NFC final as well. Minnesota 
reached the finals for the third time in 
the last four years by walloping 
Washington, 35-20, Saturday and Los 
Angeles downed Dallas, last year’s NFC 
champions, 14-12, Sunday to gain the 
finals for the third straight year. Min­ 
nesota is a three-point choice to defeat 
the Rams next Sunday. 


Oakland needed a last second one-yard 
touchdown run by quarterback Ken 
Stabler to defeat the Patriots, but it was 
a controversial roughing-the-passer 
penalty called on Patriots’ middle guard 
Ray Hamilton in the final minute that 
kept the winning drive alive. The 
Patriots felt the call, which gave the 
Raiders a first down at the New England 
13, was unjust. 
He (Stabler) was throwing the ball and 
I went for it and tipped it,” said 
Hamilton. “You can’t call that roughing 
the passer.” 
Minnesota had surprisngly little trou­ 


ble with Washington. The Vikings got a 
pair of 100-yard rushing efforts from 
Chuck Foreman and unhearalded Brent 
McClanahan in downing the Redskins. 
Foreman gained 105 yards and scored 
two touchdowns and McClanahan picked 
up 110. 
“We thought it would be a lot harder 
than this,” admitteed Vikings’ quarter­ 
back Fran Tarkenton.

Los Angeles won its game against 
Dallas because of a gutsy decision by 
Rams’ Coach Chuck Knox that set up the 
winning touchdown and a gritty defense 
that turned back four successive pass 
attempts from the Rams’ 17 in the final 
two minutes. 
With less than two minutes left in the 
game it looked like the old Cowboys’ jinx 
had struck again.

39-yard line, Cowboy safety Charlie 
Waters came through untouched and 
blocked his second punt of the day. 
Dallas suddenly had the ball on the 
Rams’ 17 and only four points behind.

safety Bill Simpson said. “But I looked 
around and everyone was thinking the 
same thing - this time they the Cowboys 
are not going to score, no matter what.”

Shusted said the three-year veteran of 
the National Football League apparently 
was stabbed during a domestic argu­ 
ment. “There have been (domestic) 
problems in the past,” Shusted said.

Soviet dissident 
promises to fight 


ZURICH, Switzerland (UPI) 
— Soviet dissident Vladimir 
Bukovsky, vowing to dedicate 
his life in the West to fighting 
for human rights in the Soviet 
Union, says he will visit actor 
David Markham in England as 
soon as his seriously ill 
nephew , re g ain s enough 
strength to travel. 
Bukovsky, who was ex­ 
changed during the weekend for 
Chilean Communist leader Luis 
Corvalan. told a news con­ 
ference Sunday he plans to visit 
Markham s home in Sussex and 
than will accept an offer to 
study at Leiden University in 
the Netherlands. 
Looking pale and exhausted, 
the 33-year-old bachelor 
biologist said his departure 
from Zurich depends on the 
health of his 12-year-old 
nephew, Michael, who is 
critically ill with cancer. 
When Bukovsky arrived 
Saturday with his mother, 
sister and Michael the boy was 
rushed by ambulance from the 
airport to Zurich children’s 
clinic. 
At his news conference 
Bukovsky said he hoped that his 
exchange with Corvalan would 
set a precedent. 
But he declared he will use 
his freedom in the West to fight 


for human rights in the Soviet 
Union, especially on behalf of 
the political prisoners still 
remaining. 
“There is no freedom of opi­ 
nion or beliefs in the Soviet 
Union,” he said. 
Bukovsky said he was suffer­ 
ing from extreme nervousness 
and accelerated heart activity 
and required a “complete rest” 
but doctors had told him his 
health would not be permanent­ 
ly damaged by his 12 years in 
prisons and psychiatric 
hospitals. 
Markham and his wife, writer 
Olive Pehn, offered a year ago 
to adopt Bukovsky if the Rus­ 
sians would release him. 
“My husband has met him 
several times and we had a 
message not long ago from 
Vladimir saying he had always 
looked on David as a father,” 
Mrs. Markham said in England. 
Swiss au th o rities said 
Bukovsky can stay as long as he 
likes in Switzerland but they 
believe he will move on this 
week in order to be with the 
Markhams at Christmas. 
He was the third prominent 
Soviet political dissident to be 
sent into foreign exile this year 
Mathematician Leonid Plyusch 
was released in January and 
historian Andrei Amalrik left in 
July. 


BALTIMORE (U P I) - 
Police are considering charges 
against the pilot of a light plane 
that crashed into Memorial 
Stadium Sunday only minutes 
after most of the 60,020 fans at 
Pittsburgh-Baltimore pro foot­ 
ball game had left the stands. 
The pilot of the single engine 
Piper Cherokee, Don Kroner, 
33, and two policemen were In­ 
jured. 
Most spectators had left the 
stadium early because of Pitt­ 
sburgh’s lopsided 40-14 win. 
Police spokesman Dennis Hill 
said authorities were studying 
possible charges against 
Kroner. “He will be taken Into 
police custody if he gets out of 
the hospital,” Hill said. 
“Fortunately, most of the 
fans had gone before this oc­ 
curred and there were a lot of 
police in the stadium anyway 
because of the large crowd,” 
he said. 
Witnesses said the plane 
entered the open end of die 
horseshoe-shaped stadium 
about 10 minutes after the 
game ended and made a pass as 
if to land. Then, apparently see­ 
ing he was in trouble, the pilot 
tried to pull up but the plane 
landed nose down in the upper 
deck of the closed end of the 
facility. 
“If it had been a close game, 
there would have been people 
up there and they would have 
been falling out of the 
stadium," said Maryland Gov. 
Marvin Mandel, who attended 
the game. “You can pass all 
kinds of laws about flying over 
the stadium, but there’s no way 
you can stop a nut.”

Gilmore 
back in 
isolation 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Gary Gilmore, recovered from 
his second suicide attempt, is 
complaining about his prison 
isolation cell and demanding 
return of his personal papers. 
“The only things he expres­ 
sed any concern about was his 
personal property and the cell 
they’ve got him in, which 
doesn’t even have a toilet or 
running water,” attorney Ron 
Stanger said Sunday after a 
meeting with the condemned 
killer 
“He has to tap on the window 
to get a guard’s attention if he 
wants to go to the bathroom. 
“And he said they took all his 
personal property — letters, 
drawings, photographs — and 
turned it over to the sheriff’s of­ 
fice without even getting a 
receipt. 
“He’s very fearful that he 
won’t get back some of it, *nd 
he’s not very happy about every 
Joe Doe reading his personal 
letters and things, which he 
feels is going on.” 
Stanger said the condemned 
killer was “really feeling bet­ 
ter” Sunday, three days after 
his second attempt at suicide by 
overdosing on barbituates. A 
day earlier, said Stainger, 
Gilmore was “groggy, weaving 
around" in the aftermath of 
swallowing a lethal dose of 
phenobarbital in his death cell. 
The suicide attempt came a 
day after Gilmore received his 
third execution date. 


DETROIT (UPI) - United 
Auto Workers President 
Leonard Woodcock is arranging 
a meeting between top auto ex­ 
ecutives and Jimmy Carter in 
efforts to avert an industry 
shutdown that could be 
triggered by 1976 clean air stan­ 
dards for cars.

In a Detroit News interview, 
Woodcock said the auto in­ 
dustry’s top brass, as well as 
the President-elect, have In­ 
dicated they favor such a 
meeting. Woodcock said the 
meeting probably would take 
place in February — after 
Carter assumes the presidency. 
Industry executives have said 
they can’t meet the 1978 clean 
air standards and that auto 
plants will have to be shut down 
if the standards are not 
amended. 
The industry already is cer­ 
tifying 1978 models that meet

of the nation early today and 
snow or freezing rain plagued 
wide areas.

But as part of an effort to separate fact 
from fallacies about earthquake predic­ 
tions, it has begun keeping score on all 
predictions brought to its attention. 


As Roger N. Hunter, a geophysicist at 
the USGS earthquake center in Denver 
explains: 


“While scientists are only beginning to 
solve the problem, others have been 
claim ing to be able to p redict 
earthquakes since time immemorial. 
Someone has predicted a great Califor­ 
nia earthquake nearly every year; 
sooner or later one of these predictions 
will be right. Because wrong predictions 
tend to be forgotten, the result of a cor­ 
rect prediction could be instant fame and 
a g reat deal of harm ful public 
credulity.” 


The best antidote to fictional claim, he 
says, is a good dose of fact, but the facts 
will be lacking unless they are ac­ 
cumulated. 


A warning, one thing the survey will 
not consider is a prediction made known 
after an earthquake happens. The 
seismicity of an area — that is. its 
proneness to earthquakes — will also be 
taken into consideration by the computer 
in rating a prediction.

Ac­ 
companying him in his 
blue Chevrolet were 
two passengers, Mike 
Moffit and his wife, 
Ronni. The bomb blast 
also killed Ronni, but 
Mike m iraculously 
survived. 
He telephoned us afterward in anguish 
and pleaded with us to investigate the as­ 
sassination. Our preliminary findings in­ 
dicated that Chile’s dread secret police, 
known as DINA, 
probably had been 
behind the bombing. Now our investiga­ 
tion has turned up some unexpected 
developments. 
The blast that killed Letelier, we have 
learned, revealed that he had been 
leading a strange double life. The 
evidence was locked in a Samsonite at­ 
tache’ case, which investigators 
salvaged from the wreckage. 
The briefcase was returned to the 
murdered man’s family. But first, in­ 
telligence agents copied the contents for 
possible clues that might lead to the as­ 
sassins. 
They found some unexpected clues 
that were even more fascinating. The 
briefcase contained papers so sensitive 
that Letelier probably carried them to 
p re v e n t 
th e ir 
th e ft

housebreakers. We have now seen some 
of these hush-hush papers. 
They show that Letelier received 
$1,000 a month through a “Havana con­ 
nection.” His contact was none other 
than Beatrice “Tati” Allende, daughter 
of Salvador Allende, the Chilean presi­ 
dent who was slain in 1973 by a military 
junta. Tati now lives in Havana with her 
husband, who is a Cuban official. 
In a May 8,1975, letter to Letelier, she 
notifed him that he will receive $5,000 as 
an advance payment “para apoyer tu 
trabajo” — “to support your work .” 
This was to be followed by the monthly 
$1,000 payments. The money would 
come, she said, from the Chilean 
Socialist party in exile. The disburse­ 
ment had been approved, she explained.

in exile in East Berlin. 
The Chilean Socialist Party has offices 
in East Berlin, Havana and Rome. 
Intelligence sources contend that money 
couldn't have been transmitted to 
Letelier without the Cuban government’s 
approval. 
Another letter in Letelier’s briefcase 
was written on Sept. 14, 1976, by one of 
his young colleagues. It tells of a 
meeting in Havana with Emilio Brito, a 
Communist Central Committee func­ 
tionary. According to our intelligence 
sources, Brito is affiliated with the 
Cuban planning group that directs the 
subversion of Puerto Rico and the United 
States. 
The letter thanks Brito for some 
scholarly material “received from the 
hands of Julian Rizo.” The writer 
promises to send other academic infor­ 
mation to Brito through “la Mision,” 
meaning the Cuban mission at the United 
Nations. 
Officially, Rizo was listed as the first 
secretary of the Cuban mission. But as 
early as March 1,1976. we identified him 
as a spy in diplomatic disguise. “His 
mission at the United Nations,” we 
wrote, "is to develop contacts with 
radicals in this country.” 
We have om itted the name of 
Letelier’s young colleague, because he 
has received an assassination threat. But 
we questioned him for an hour. The 
young man contended persuasively that 
he was totally unaware of the in­ 
telligence roles of Brito and Rizo. 
Letelier. at the time of his death, was 
affiliated with the lnstitue for Policy 
Studies The Institute’s director, Marcus 
Raskin, said he had no knowledge of 
Letelier’s secret payments. “What he 
did for his Chilean concerns was totally 


outside his Institute work,” Raskin told 
us. “As a fellow at the Institute he was a 
total success who performed with 
brilliance and skill.” 
Letelier’s widow, Isabel, told us she 
was aware of payments, but speculated 
that they, must have come from the ex­ 
iled political party, not from the Cuban 
government. 
We reached Tati Allende in Havana by 
telephone, but she declined to reveal the 
source of the payments. Her letter to 
Letelier, she said, was “personal,” and 
she couldn’t understand why it would be 
made public “inless it was to hurt” 
Letelier’s cause. 
Despite our efforts to persuade her to 
dear up the mystery, she finally said: “I 
can’t comment.” 
Footnote: Letelier had planned to visit 
Cuba on September 21. In the attache’ 
case was also a letter he had written to 
his old friend, Cuban Foreign Minister 
Raul Roa, introducing a Dutch sym­ 
pathizer. 
CANCER THREAT: The Environmen­ 
tal Protection Agency has discovered po­ 
tent, cancer-causing chemicals being 
dumped into a river at the Eli Lilly 
pesticide plant in Indiana. 
The dangerous chemicals, known as 
nitrosamines. are considered unsafe for 
human consumption. “All three of the 
nitrosamines found in your discharges 
have been shown to be powerful car­ 
cinogens (cancer causers)” , the EPA 
wrote Lilly. 
Yet, incredibly, the agency is allowing 
Lilly to keep discharging the chemicals 
into the river. “There is a problem.” an 
EPA spokesman conceded. “ But the pre­ 
sent level of discharge is not an immi­ 
nent hazard to human health.” 
A Lilly spokesman agreed that there is 
no danger.

Andrei Amalrik is in New York, and at 
his opening press conference he said he 
would like to meet you and discuss 
human rights in the Soviet Union. You 
should be prepared to handle questions 
about him at your next press con­ 
ferences. 
Background : Amal­ 
rik is one of the 
two or three most 
glamorous Russian 
dissenters. He wrote 
the book, “ Will the 
Soviet Union Survive 
Until 1984?” - maybe 
you read it, it was 
published in 1970. The 
th esis was pretty 
p r o v o c a tiv e . 
He 
predicted the Soviet 
Union would come 
apart from a combina­ 
tion of pressures — 
regional separatism 
(the Ukraine, that sort 
of thing) plus an 
ideological war with China. Tliat part is 
the same as what Solzhenitsyn gave us in 
his famous public letter in 1975. Now he’s 
not so sure the Soviet Union isn’t going to 
make it. Principal reason: he thinks 
China isn’t strong enough militarily to 
require a preemptive strike by Russia. 
Personal. The guy is very attractive. 
Has that glamor, earnestness, of the 
brooding Russian zealot. Although he’s 
38, he looks like an Oxford graduate stu­ 
dent. Thin, bookish, handsome, nice 
smile, an enticing intensity, not at all 
off-putting. When the boys in Moscow 
sent him to Siberia, he must have found 
his element, because he looks as though 
he came from a health farm. But don’t 
try any levity on this subject, because 
there is a lot of evidence that his life 
there was hell on ice. 
His message. It is complicated, but not 
scrambled. He tells you that there is a 
great desire for human rights in Russia, 
but no tradition of human rights, and that 
it’s going to be hard to give the 
protesters a real base. He agrees with 
Solzhenitsyn that the Russian workers 
are the best bet. There are far more of 
them than of the intellectuals who are 
dissatisfied with Communist life. But it’s 
going to be tough for two reasons. The 
first is that the Communist bosses are 
more résiliait than even he had any 
reason to believe they’d be, back in 1970. 
The other is that there isn’t any 
“ideology” of freedom in the Soviet 
Union. That’s the word Ms translator 
used, and I don’t knew exactly wfeat be 
means by it. Probably that there isn’t 
any structured intellectual analysis, 
developed into a rationale of society or of 
the state, that demands human freedom 
both for philosophical and empirical 
reasons. Anyway, if you had to comment 
on it, you could make it sound any way 
you like. 
You can be scornful (“The Russian 
people have yet to catch up with the 
desires and practices of civilized 
people” ) — not recommended; even A. 
wouldn’t like that formulation. Or, you 
could go for a detente-ish formulation: 
“The Russian people are evolving social 
formulae in their own way, and we can 
reasonably hope that the rights 
guaranteed under the Soviet Constitution 
will in due course be respected” — that 
kind of thing. 
Political dangers. If you decide to see 
him, be prepared for a real blast against 
Henry. He’s sore at Henry for taking a 
soft line on Russia, and sore at Henry’s 
works, which he thinks include the Voice 
of America. He thinks VOA is namby- 
pamby, echoing the Kissinger line. He 
would probably be pretty direct with you 
in talking about the suppression of 
human rights in Russia, and about how 
the dissident movement suffers from the 
old U.S.A. ho ho ho with the Russians, 
but I don’t think he would be rough with 
you about it. He’s better behaved than 
those New York types who went to LBJ’s 
garden parties to denounce him with 
their champagne glasses.
